PIMPING HIS RIDE 


Listen my children and you shall hear 

Of the midnight ride of Paul Revere, 

On the eighteenth of April, in Seventy-five; 
Hardly a man is now alive 

Who remembers that famous day and year. 


Most will recognize the lines above as the 
first stanza of Henry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low’s “Paul Revere's Ride.” Written just be- 
fore the Civil War, the poem inspired aboli- 
tionists to rally, cemented Revere’s star 
in the firmament of American history, 
and assured Longfellow’s place in Eng- 
lish textbooks from here till the apocalypse. 
In the 150 years since The Atlantic Monthly 
first published it, 
the poem has suf- 
fered the slings 
and arrows of 
Sticklers angry at 
Longfellow for his 
loosey-goosey way 
with the facts. Yet 
the poem proved 
so catchy as to 
eradicate from 
the national con- 
sciousness at least 
two other patriots 
who galloped in 
warning of the 
British invasion. 
This week, 
the Paul Revere 
Memorial Associa- 
tion and the Old 
South Meeting 
House kick off a 
free, month-long 
lecture series to 
take place at the lat- 
ter. “One Hundred and Fifty Years of Paul 
Revere’s Ride: Facts, Fables, and Fiction” 
will explore the poem and its historical an- 
tecedent. Each Wednesday this September, 
a historian will engage Longfellow’s work 
and Revere’s ride from a different angle. 
Longfellow enthusiasts will delight in 
Charles Bahne’s recitation of the unpub- 
lished final lines of Longfellow’s original

manuscript. Bahne, author of The Complete 
Guide to Boston's Freedom Trail, suspects that an 


enterprising editor at The Atlantic took out 


Longfellow’s words and replaced them with 


his own.

That has meant 
that the indefatigable Murray — who put 
himself in the hospital after marching in five 
parades over a broiling Memorial Day week- 
end — travels the state constantly, meeting 
with important local officials.

Even without that chairmanship, McGovern has become 
a powerful player in DC. That includes taking care of his 
district: earlier this summer he secured another $1 million 
of federal funds for local traffic-improvement projects. 

But more broadly, McGovern now takes the lead on a 
e of issues — because he is one of the few with the 
iding and willingness to oppose his own party leaders. 
headed large group liberals who nearly succeeded 


in denying President Barack Obama's request for addition al 
Afghanistan war funding. Now he is even taking on Mict 


Obama, drumming up opposition to $2.2! 
Lady’s anti-obesity program, which would taken out 
funding for food stamps. 

Other Worcesterites moving up the 
hold more influential positions, not least because of their 
relationships with Murray and McGovern. And it’s far more 
than just the locals who are actively seeking to get into 
favor. As one Boston political operative says, if you're 
looking to hitch your wagon to a rising star, Murray and 
McGovern might the best bets the state. 


OUT THE ASHES 


That never used to be the case for Worcester pols. For years, 

politics was, most second-tier cities, fac- 
ional battle to be big fish in a small pond. Irish Democrats, 

the the Early family, did battle with Italians, like D'Amico. 

But, just when those pols began wane, something 
unexpected happened: Republicans knocked them all out 
office. 

Republicans took over both Worcester state Senate 
seats including the one previously held D’Amico 
the Bill Weld election of 1990. Two years later, Peter Blute 
took the region’s congressional seat from Joe Early. 

The result was clean slate from which fresh group 
eager Democrats could emerge. 

That group, many them still their 20s, matured 
a force in the campaign of Kevin O’Sullivan, who unsuc- 
cessfully challenged Blute in 1994. O’Brien ran the field 
organization; others the campaign included not only 
Murray, but future state legislators Ed Augustus, Jim Leary, 
and Robert Spellane, and behind-the-scenes operatives like 
Chris Philbin, McGovern’s current chief of staff. 

“I never would have predicted that these guys would all 
have emerged,” says O’Sullivan, now president and CEO 
Massachusetts Biomedical Initiatives. 
is something where the stars have just aligned.” 

The irony is that this team found its leader not in 


O'Sullivan, but in the man they helped him beat in the 1994 


Democratic primary: McGovern. 

McGovern pulled them aboard for his successful 1996 
run, and has been a powerful benefactor ever since. 

They have also continued to work for and with one 
another — and can still be found once a week at the same 
watering hole, Boynton Restaurant, where they regularly 
gravitated during those earlier campaigns. 

Their relationship with also somewhat iffy. 
He was not part of those early campaigns, and while 
his circle of operatives and supporters heavily overlaps 
with theirs, several close Worcester observers say Glodis 
is actively disliked by many in the Murray-McCovern- 
O’Brien camp.

“In all the wars America has fought, no 
nation has ever done this kind of damage to 
our cities,” writes Richard A. Clarke in his 
recently published book Cyber War: The Next 
eat to National Security and What To Do About It. 
“A sophisticated cyber-war attack by one of 
several nation-states could do that today, in 
15 minutes.” 

Coming from the man who waged 
often lonely pre-9/11 campaign warn his 
superiors the Clinton and Bush White 
Houses the threat posed Qaeda, the 
admonition is difficult to ignore. 

But could a handful of hackers really 
cripple the world’s sole superpower? Could

we truly be 15 minutes from calamity? 
But one thing clear: vulnerable. 


WIRED DEATH? 

The United States may not be the most net- 
worked country in the world. Sweden, Sin- 
gapore, Denmark, and Switzerland placed 
higher the most recent rankings from the 
World Economic Forum. 

But considering our economic, politi- 
cal, and military might, no country has 
ap ore to lose in a cyber war. 

Our financial, health, and national- 
defense systems are heavily wired. Our power 
grid and systems, too. 
And protecting that giant digital architecture 
is extraordinarily difficult. However vigilant 
our defense and sorely lacking hack- 
ers find only one vulnerability break 
in and wreak havoc. 

That havoc can come the form 
direct, material harm: the so-called “denial 


service” attacks that shut down individual 
Web sites and large swaths the Internet, 
the multi-million-dollar bank robberies cur- 
rently occupying the FBI and dozens of other 
law-enforcement agencies around the world. 

But it can also come in the form of espio- 
nage: a 2008 infiltration of the United States 
Central Command that high-ranking 
Pentagon official called “the most signifi- 
cant breach military computers ever,” 
last year’s mining of Google’s computers for 
trade secrets and information on Chinese 
dissidents, WikiLeaks’ disclosure 
huge troves classified documents the 
Afghanistan war effort. 

Foreign hackers have already probed our 
power grid for weaknesses and some the 
intelligence community worry Russian and 
Chinese cyber snoops have left behind “logic 
bombs” that could set off the event 
conflict, plunging New York, Washington, 
Los Angeles into darkness. 

There is also heavy concern about a

hardware and software supply chain that 
stretches overseas providing ample oppor- 
tunity for foreign agents plant “trap doors” 
in weapons and other vital systems that can 
kicked open when the time right. 

That sort tampering one theory 
behind how Israeli intelligence seemingly 
disabled Syrian radar in advance of a 2007 
bombing raid on an apparent North Korean- 
built nuclear weapons facility. 

And all these threats — “trap doors,” 
“logic bombs,” theft — are only what we 
know about. “It’s also the things don’t 
know,” says Rhode Island Representative 
James Langevin, co-chairman of the House 
Cyber Security Caucus. “What is the threat 
out there tomorrow that we haven't antici- 
pated, can’t anticipate?” 


SIGNS AND BARRICADES 

The transnational reach of the hackerati 
makes policing this inchoate threat near 
impossibility. 

Andrew Fried, a former senior special 
agent cyber-crime for the Treasury 
Department and now CEO Deteque, 
computer-security consultancy, says even 
the best-crafted American laws can do little 
dissuade intruder sitting behind lap- 
top in Russia or North Korea. 

“It’s kind of like the difference between a 
sign and barricade,” says. “These laws are 
signs telling you not to do something, but it 
doesn’t stop you from doing it.” 

Cracking down on cyber attacks is further 
complicated the problem attribution. 
Hackers routinely channel their assaults 
through worldwide chain anonymizing 
computers, making it impossible in many 
cases determine the origin the offensive. 

And even if investigators can trace an 
attack with some degree certainty, divin- 
ing motives and affixing blame can 
tricky endeavor. Take, for instance, the 
“denial service” strike Estonia. 

Tensions between Russia and the former 
Soviet satellite flared the spring 2007 
over a giant bronze statue of a Red Army sol- 
dier in the Estonian capital of Tallinn. And 
after ethnic Russians clashed with nation- 
alists on what became known as Bronze 
Night, authorities moved the statue 
more protected spot. 

That, of course, only set off waves of 
outrage the Russian media and political 
circles. And vefore long, hackers were knit- 
ting together tens of thousands of “zombie” 
computers — their owners unaware — ina 
“botnet” attack digital 
infrastructure, cutting off access online 
banking, media, and government services. 

The Estonians, after some cyber sleuth- 
ing, claimed the code behind the attack had 
been written Cyrillic-language keyboards 
traced back to Russia. But who, precisely, in 
Russia was to blame? 

Some Russian officials suggested that 
“patriotic hackers” independent the 
government may have been responsible. 
Observers speculated that organized 
crime with its phalanx high-level hack- 
ers might have played role. Either, 
course, could have operated with the taci 
support the government. But the Kremlin 
denied involvement and stonewalled on the 
investigation. 

Three years later, the origins of what may 
be the highest profile cyber attack in history 
remain a mystery. 


‘ONE THE MOST SERIOUS... 

CHALLENGES FACE’ 

Washington hardly blind the danger. 
“This cyber threat is one of the most 

serious economic and secu- 

rity challenges face nation,” said 

President Obama major address the

The Obama administration was the first 
to elevate its cyber-security czar to the level 
of White House director. And last year, 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates ordered cre- 
ation of the United States Cyber Command, 
which launched in May under four-star 
General Keith Alexander. 

Observers say the military (or “.mil’”) sec- 
tor reasonably well-protected and armed 
with significant offensive capability. But the 
Department of Homeland Security, tasked 
with defending the 
domain, has proven woefully inadequate. 

In June, the department's inspector 
general reported that DHS’s cyber-security 
wing is chronically understaffed, roiled 
constant turnover, and moving far too 
slowly to keep up with hackers. 

Langevin, the Rhode Island congress- 
man, adds that Homeland Security suffers 
from prestige problem. “That new 
agency that is still struggling to stand itself 
up,” says. “It doesn’t have the long insti- 
tutional history and respect behind it that 
other departments have.” 

But even if the administration is able 
shore its defense the .gov sec- 
tor — and analysts say the White House is 
making some progress there more fun- 
damental problem remains. 

Much the infrastructure that our mili- 
tary, government, and businesses depend 
upon — the power grid, telecommunica- 
tions, and the like — is privately controlled. 
And industry, focused on profit above all 
else, has little incentive to make substantial 
investments hardening that infrastructure 
against a low-probability threat. 

“They believe if there’s a true catastro- 
phe, that the government will step in” 
and clean after their mess, says Herbert 
Lin, a scientist with the National Research 
Council and author major report 
offensive cyber warfare. “And prob- 
ably right.” 

Of course Congress could, in theory, 
press industry to do more: requiring the 
utilities to buttress their defenses or impos- 
ing liability Microsoft for the buggy 
software that makes many computers 
vulnerable to attack. 

But here, run against the limits 
imposed our politics. Business power- 
ful. And heavy regulation the market- 
place, whatever the sins of Enron and Bear 
Stearns, remains anathema. 

Even the Obama administration, which 
gets substantially higher marks cyber 
security than the Bush or Clinton White 
Houses, has struggled reconcile the imper- 


atives of security and economic growth. 

Last summer, interim cyber-security 
czar Melissa Hathaway, widely believed 
have the inside track the permanent 
job, resigned her post after reportedly 
clashing with Larry Summers and other 
economic advisers who wanted to have sub- 
stantial influence on her work. 

The eventual appointee — former 
Microsoft security chief Howard Schmidt 
won greater independence from the 
administration’s economic apparatus than 
contemplated during Hathaway’s time. But 
the larger tension remains. 

Even as the administration sounds the 
alarm on cyber security, notes Harvard 
University law professor Jack Goldsmith, it 
pushes for expanded bandwidth, computer- 
ized health records, and networked smart 
grids all which open new avenues for 
attack. 

But the press for economic growth is not 
the only check on a major security upgrade. 
Bedrock beliefs privacy and freedom 
speech also stand in the way of figures like 
Mike McConnell, who served as director 
national intelligence under President 
George Bush and argues that need 
“re-engineer the Internet” to allow for an 
easier tracing of online activity. 

Indeed, convincing a public only dimly

In the meantime, our greatest cyber- 
security challenge may be something far 
saic than the digitally induced 
mayhem envisioned by Clarke or faced down 
by Bruce Willis in Live Free or Die Hard: theft. 

In July, international authorities arrested 
a 23-year-old Slovenian, known as Iserdo, 
who allegedly masterminded the “Mariposa 


botnet,” infecting as many 
million computers 
worldwide including PCs 
at half of the Fortune 1000 
companies and at least 40 
major banks. 

The botnet, which stole 
credit-card information and 
online banking credentials, 
but the latest symbol 
what has become highly 
sophisticated cyber-crime 
sector. 

Syndicates are rent- 
ing out online 
thieves, hackers are selling 
Social Security numbers 
for few bucks pop, and 
cyber-sleuths are conduct- 
ing high-level corporate 
espionage on a daily basis. 

The best estimates have 
cyber criminals stealing 
some $1 trillion in intellec- 
tual property from business- 
es worldwide in 2008. And 
the true number probably 
far higher.

Please refrain from 
bringing signs (political otherwise) 
they may deter from the peaceful message 
we are bringing to Washington ... There 
will be absolutely no politics involved.”

despite Beck’s directives. 

Following some song and prayer, Beck’s 
first high-profile “non-political” guest 
Sarah Palin, who is here not as a failed 
vice-presidential candidate gubernato- 
rial quitter, but instead the mother 
combat veteran. Though watch both 
Beck and Palin’s speeches closely, I’m not 
sure what the fuck either talking about, 
which suppose helps assimilate.

What exactly that truth might ‘still 
murky, and lacking sensational revelations 
or an innovative style, Bar-Lev’s film is no 
Thin Blue Line. A conventional documentary 
with talking heads and archival footage, 
frustrates in its lack of clarity as it depicts 
the hard facts of Tillman's fatal mission. 
True, the Army has done its best to obfuscate 
the details, and the eyewitness accounts

His last 
words are reported have been Pat 
fucking Tillman!” This film helps restore the

Why so many movies this year about aging 
secret agents?

Again, 
he uses songs to rnark his progress from mu- 
sic-crazed doofus boy toward tentative ma- 
turity. But he’s turned life’s fluffier con- 
cerns, like growing 
Milton looking the 
Rick Springfield 
on General Hospital, or the 
tits of Adrienne Barbeau 
in SwampThing. Or, most of 
all, watching MTV, which 
had put something 
the air 24/7 and made do 
“with all sorts abnormal 
music.” Otherwise known 
new wave: “If it’s song 
about shoes, pants or hair, 
it’s new wave. If they have 
a funny name, it’s new 
wave. If the singer’s Ger- 
man, it’s new wave, un- 
less it’s the Scorpions.” 

Talking Girls funny 
and entertaining, and 
Sheffield doesn’t make 
you hold your breath 
hoping for joke-free 
paragraph, the way Steve 
Rock and Roll Will Save Your 
Life.

Along with Michael Jackson in the 
video for “Beat It,” Rob Sheffield is not 
like other guys. He’s a rare duck whose 
taste isn’t hemmed in by genre or ste- 
reotype or anything else. In that sense, 
he’s the ideal music fan, able to flat-out 
enjoy everything from David Bowie and 
the Replacements Culture Club and 
New Kids the Block. (“I was eigh- 
teen, and liked both kinds music:

(Class Note). Bloc Party frontman Kele Oker- 
eke now envisions himself alone in the ring, 
possibly taking a beating, but also ready to 
dole one out, the dimming lights above the 
squared circle powered solely his previous 
band’s fading relevance. 

It’s been more than five years since Bloc 
Party dropped Silent Alarm, the height 
the new millennium’s post-punk revival, 
joining influx bands like Franz Fer- 
dinand and Arctic Monkeys poised to reclaim 
the indie-rock-and-roli throne from all that 
Strokesy racket emanating from New York. 
But most telling about Bloc Party’s future was 
not that Silent Alarm charted in 18 countries 
(#3 in the UK, #7 on our Billboard Independent 
chart), eventually going sell million 
units worldwide. It was that a full-blown, 13- 
track dance remix album followed its release 
just six months later. 

Early, angular Bloc Party tracks like “Ban- 
quet” and “Helicopter” were — and still are — 
indie dance-party staples equipped with up- 
tempo punk ferocity and layered, hook-laden 
guitar lines. But with beat-heavy production 
remixes from the likes of Crystal Castles, 
Boys Noize, and Erol Alkan, Bloc Party would 
invade clubland far beyond the confiningly 
stiff circles of British indie. 

And the band no doubt noticed. Follow-up 
album Weekend in the City included the awk- 
ward BPM-overdrive electro single “Flux,” and 
2008's Intimacy went full-on electronic, creat- 
ing aural personality crisis for the band.

Nothing fends off a hangover like a stack 
of pancakes and a side of sausage right 
before the sun comes up. 

Private club RISE (306 Stuart Street, 
Boston, 617.423.7473, riseclub.us) always 
gets mentioned in after-hours round- 
ups, because it’s one of the very few 
after-hours clubs in town. You also need 
a membership to get in, or be on the arm 
of a member. And there’s no booze. But 
there is dancing till dawn.

PRE-DAWN FUN 

But there’s more than eating and 
drinking. There's also general late-night 
mischief. While it’s still warm out, Indian 
Summer and all that, get yourself over to 
Jamaica Plain, and, by the cover of night, 
slip off your clothes and skinny dip in 
JAMAICA POND. There'll be turtles and 
murk, and there’s the exciting chance 
you'll be busted by the cops and have to 
exit the water clutching your privates, but 
that’s in large part the fun. 

How many times have you been 
hanging out at 5:30 in the morning and 
found yourself with the unfightable 
urge to bowl? Too many to count, we 
know. It's good thing for BOSTON 
BOWL (820 Morrissey Boulevard, Boston, 
617.825.3800, bostonbowl.com). Pool and 
arcade games are on ample offer, and 
from 9 pm on Monday to7 am on Tuesday 
morning, you can bow! half price. And 
to make matters more exciting, it also 
houses its own brewery (named, 
winningly, Deadwood) on the premises. 

In the mischief and mystery vein, 
you've also got SCUL, Boston's pedal- 
powered chopper gang. Tall bikes! 
Strange missions! “An organized battalion 
of funk.” Bold nerds on wild bicycle 
spaceships. No hours of operation, per se, 
but the superheroism all lends itself 
to the stuff of dream-time. 

And since we're talking about 
BIKES — as bitched about above, you're 
out luck when comes public 
transport options after one o'clock. For 
that reason, among great many others 
(health, environmental, general having 
of good times), owning a bike in this city 
investment worth making. Don’t 
believe all the naysayers who whine about 
Boston’s inhospitality toward bicycles. It’s 


gotten better lot better the past 
few years, and it continues to improve. 
It’s a sound financial decision as well: 
you'll save many dollars on cab fare (taxis 
Boston are some the most expensive 
in the country). More than the practical 
uses finances and transport, there 
a singular magic to pedaling through 
the city late at night. You own the roads, 
hear the hum of the streetlights, witness 
the skulkers skulking, the rats scuttling 
across alleys, the secret, quiet pre-dawn 
life. gives you vantage the place 
sans the day-time distractions of honking 
Hondas and roaring buses. euphoria 
Tesults from certain late-night rides. 
find ups your love for this place 
like nothing else. 

And not forget using YOUR OWN 
TWO LEGS. Just as zooming around 
the city bike late night can edge 
against the sublime, walking itself 
presents specific pleasures well. One 
of the best parts about this city is its size. 
It’s walkable and it’s safe. Give yourself 
some hours, say between two and four in 
the morning, and walk from Mission Hill 
to Davis Square, or Charlestown to Back 
Bay. In Boston, when the hour’s late and

Then after 
public access and before MTV, I actually 
did two years on the Canadian Comedy 
Network, and that was where we got 
really crazy and started sucking milk out 
cows’ udders and painting “Slutmobile” 
on my parents’ car. When we went on 
MTV, there was definitely censorship, and

standards-and-practices department 
that I had to argue with in board rooms. 
They would try and take all the crazy stuff 
out, but after the show got really popular, 
think they realized that the gross-out 
shocking stuff was what people wanted. 
Some of it was only funny to me, but then 
other people would think was funny 
just because they couldn’t believe that 
MTV was airing it.

left and Democrat-versus-Republican, that 
Fox-News-versus-CNN dialogue — I stay 
out of that. 


HOW YOU DESCRIBE TOM GREEN THE 
STAND-UP COMIC PEOPLE WHO KNOW YOU 
ONLY FROM YOUR MOVIES AND TELEVISION 
SHOWS? This the first time ever done 
comedy full-time thing, and it’sa 
more traditional stand-up set than some 
might be expecting from me. I did stand- 
for few years when was about back 
in Canada, but 1 stopped doing it when I 
started public-access show. That’s how 
ended but I've always wanted 
to go back and devote the time to doing it 
right. 1 really don’t think it’s just for fans 
of my shows and movies, either — even 
just fans stand-up comedy could come 
outandenjoythis.
